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Speakers defend WHINSEC

A visiting professor from the 
Western Hemisphere Institute for Security 
Cooperation (WHINSEC) spoke to gov¬ 
ernment students on Wednesday, 
November 5th. Mr. Anthony Interlandi 
came to St. Edward to lecture students on 
the role of WHINSEC in U.S. foreign pol-

icy towards Latin America. Mr. William 
Willoughby, a Civilian Aide to the 
Secretary of the Army, also spoke to stu¬ 
dents during the ninth period lecture. 

According to the U.S. State 
Department, the objective of current U.S. 
foreign policy in Latin America is to create 
a hemispheric community bound by free¬ 
dom, the rule of law, and free trade. Mr. 
Interlandi defended WHINSEC during his 
speech and argued that the United States 
cannot refuse to help train foreign mili¬ 
taries. He pointed out that the United 
States Department of Defense is attempt¬ 
ing to create security and stability in Latin 
America through the training provided by 
WHINSEC. 

Over the last decade, there has 
been increasing criticism of WHINSEC 
and U.S. foreign policy in Latin American 
countries. Last November, six St. Edward 
students traveled to Fort Benning, 
Georgia, to protest WHINSEC, which was 
formerly known as the School of the 
Americas. Another group of St. Edward 
students will travel to Fort Benning again 
this year on November 21-23. 

During his visit, Mr. Interlandi 


dismissed the critics of WHINSEC and 
stressed the Institute’s emphasis on human 
rights. He revealed that WHINSEC stu¬ 
dents begin every course with three hours 
of instruction on human rights, due 
process, the rule of law, and civilian mili¬ 
tary control. Students are then tested on 
these democratic principles to ensure that 
the information is retained. 

Some students, however, felt that 
the speaker failed to offer both sides of the 
debate over U.S. foreign policy. During 
the question and answer session following 
the lecture, senior Amir Raed challenged 
the Mr. Interlandi’s claims and questioned 
WHINSEC’s methods. 

“Many people may say my views 
on WHINSEC or even my general foreign 
policy stances are unpatriotic,” Raed told 
The Eds man. “I wanted other students to 
see another viewpoint. I am not unpatriot¬ 
ic, I am pro-humanity.” 

During the lecture, Raed was one 
of the most vocal critics of the United 
States’ foreign policy. He pointed out that 
the concept of spreading democracy is 
good but contended that the United States 
is hypocritical in the way it picks and 


chooses who it will try to change. “If you 
tiy to instill democracy in Latin America, 
you should do it worldwide,” he stated. 
Raed noted that the U.S. shouldn’t base its 
involvement on its own monetary gain 
from involvement with certain countries. 

Mr. Interlandi currently serves as 
the Career Foreign Service Officer of the 
State Department and is currently working 
at WHINSEC in Fort Benning, Georgia. 
He created a curriculum of classes focused 
on teaching military students about 
democracy and civilian control of the 
armed forces. Before working at WHIN¬ 
SEC, Mr. Interlandi had worked in nine 
other countries. His most recent assign¬ 
ments include work in Nicaragua and East 
Timor. 

In East Timor, Mr. Interlandi 
established diplomatic relations between 
the country and the United States. During 
his time in Nicaragua, he helped release 
humanitarian aid from customs blockages. 
Mr. Interlandi received the Franklin Award 
for his involvement with the relief organi¬ 
zations that helped him free aid. 


Kahl Center questions answered

Since its completion last year, 
there has been much confusion surround¬ 
ing the Jack Kahl Student Life and 
Leadership Center. Some students have 
been disappointed, while others feel as if 
they have been misled. Few students knew 
exactly what to expect from the center, but 
some were not completely satisfied. 

On November 17th, The Edsman 
interviewed Mr. Boyer to shed some light 
on the Kahl Center issue. The reporter dis¬ 
cussed a number of concerns that were 
brought to his attention by other students, 
as well as a few of his own. Topics ranged 
from the original intentions of the Student 
Center to possibilities for its future use. 

Mr. Jack Kahl made a grant to the 
school for the construction of a building 
that would promote student life and lead¬ 
ership. The administration wanted the 


building to resemble a college atrium, 
which would house student offices and a 
variety of facilities for student use. 

It should be made clear that a col¬ 
lege atrium is not supposed to function as 
a recreation center. It was never designed 
to house big screen TVs and pool tables. If 
one were to enter a college atrium, one 
would find a large central seating area sur¬ 
rounded by student-group offices and 
offices such as guidance, finance, and 
campus ministry. If one were to also 
examine the Kahl Center, it would almost 
be an exact replica of a college atrium. 

Even so, students might argue 
that the Kahl Center still has very little to 
offer. Mr. Boyer suggested that this 
assumption is probably due to a lack of 
knowledge of a capability of the center. 

The Kahl Center is currently 
home to a new Student Publication Office 
for The Edsman and The Edwardian. 


Also, computers will soon be installed in 
the College Resource Center. When com¬ 
puters are installed, students will be able to 
research or communicate with colleges 
during their study halls. 

One of the things Mr. Kahl envi¬ 
sioned when he funded the project was a 
place where student groups could meet and 
work. The open central floor plan of the 
building, with various meeting rooms at 
hand, meets those needs perfectly. In fact, 
student groups have been taking advantage 
of the Kahl Center in the short time that it 
has been open for use. Last year, Mr. 
Pecot’s AP U.S. History class conducted a 
mock trial in the building. Mr. Serraglio’s 
English classes also use the center to 
enhance their class work. Currently, 
SETV-4 also uses one of the rooms to film 
and produce its weekly program. 

Mr. Boyer did admit that the 
school was a little behind with furnishing 


the building, but pointed out that it has 
only been in use for a few months. He sug¬ 
gested that students be patient, as its 
accommodations and uses will improve 
over time. Mr. Boyer also informed me 
that the school is planning to poll student 
opinion of the Kahl Center in a town- 
meeting- style format. He intends to gath¬ 
er suggestions from students about poten¬ 
tial uses for the center. Then he plans on 
taking steps to put those suggestions into 
action. According to Mr. Boyer it was 
never the administration’s intention to lead 
or deceive students and he blames some of 
the disappointment on misconceptions of 
the building’s use. 

Students have the opportunity to 
use the center, whether they are involved 
in extracurricular student groups or not. 


Br. Bennet Nettleton remembered

The St. Edward community is 
currently grieving the loss of Br. Bennet 
Nettleton, C.S.C. Br. Bennet passed away 
on November 17th at a skilled nursing 
facility, the Dujarie House, in South Bend, 
Indiana. 

“Brother’s influence spans three 
generations of Eagles,” stated former 
History Department Chairman Jim 
Wallenhorst. “From the second graduating 
class till this year’s senior class, Brother 
Bennet brought history alive for his stu¬ 
dents.” 

During his announcement, 
President Br. Peter Graham, C.S.C., 
recalled Br. Bennet’s dedication to St. 


Edward. “Br. Bennet is woven not only 
into the fabric of St. Ed’s because of his 50 
year commitment to the school and its stu¬ 
dents but into the hearts of thousands of 
graduates for whom he made history come 
alive. He will be terribly missed.” 

Br. Bennet became a fixture in 
the St. Edward community for over forty- 
seven years. Many of Br. Bennet’s stu¬ 
dents will never forget his museum-style 
classroom. It contained a myriad of his¬ 
torical artifacts, including his great grand¬ 
father’s Confederate sword. Other stu¬ 
dents will also remember Br. Bennet’s 
unique grading system (a “humdinger” 
grade was one step above an A in his his¬ 
tory classes). 

Br. Bennet was born in Baton 


Rouge, Louisiana and attended Louisiana 
State University for a year before deciding 
to become a religious brother. He entered 
the Congregation of the Holy Cross in 
1942 and professed his final vows four 
years later. Br. Bennet was assigned to St. 
Edward High School after serving at 
Cathedral High School in Indianapolis, 
Indiana and working in Monroe, 
Michigan. After a stroke, Br. Bennet left 
St. Edward in 2001 and lived at the 
Brothers’ Dujarie House. 


A memorial mass will be held in 
memory of Br. Bennet on Sunday, 
December 7, 2003. It will begin at 10 am 
here at St. Edward.

Court’s ruling on 
gay marriage is 
unacceptable

With the inexplicable 4-3 decree 
from the Massachusetts Supreme Court 
regarding same-sex marriages, the issue 
has now been brought to the forefront of 
the latest cultural war. For thousands of 
years marriage has been an institution 
reserved for a man and woman. Even in 
the morally deviant days when polygamy 
was accepted, each union between man 
and woman was considered a separate 
marriage. But now marriage is under 
attack from multiple adversaries who seek 
a radical change in its meaning and criteria 
for membership. 

A vast majority of Americans 
supports bans on same-sex marriages and 
rejects arguments from the other side 
claiming the institution of “marriage” is 
now a right. The state grants a license to a 
married couple as proof of the privilege 
being extended to them. Paralleling a dri¬ 
ver’s license or fishing license, the state 
can reserve the right to revoke licenses at 
anytime or even withhold ownership of a 
license to certain individuals. Marriage is 
neither a human right nor an inalienable 
right guaranteed to all Americans under 
law. It is a privilege granted to those who 
wish to wed. The state’s authority in con¬ 


structing their respective marriage laws is 
absolute. 

Marriage also serves many prac¬ 
tical purposes in the areas of taxation and 
procreation. Families are now eligible for 
family tax credits based on their number of 
children. Same-sex couples, through the 
limitations of biology, cannot produce 
their own families. This reality is the most 
compelling reason to oppose same-sex 
marriages. While issues of social justice 
are related to religious beliefs, issues of 
individual moral behavior are even more 
closely linked to religion. For example, the 
Catholic Church reasons that the main pur¬ 
pose of marriage is to create an environ¬ 
ment for children. 

The ultimate goal of those push¬ 
ing for same-sex marriages is to legitimize 
a lifestyle through marriage. This goal is 
impossible. Many Americans will contin¬ 
ue to view homosexuality as immoral, 
even if same-sex marriages are sanctified 
from sea to shining sea. The federal gov¬ 
ernment has no place in drafting a frivo¬ 
lous constitutional amendment where they 
are initially granted no authority at all. The 
issue of marriage should ultimately be set¬ 
tled on a state-by-state basis through the 
state legislatures, not the courts.

Trinity, Morpheus, and a friendly program 
named Seraph go to the Merovingian to
